Bible Commem September 30 


Release At Washington, D.C. 
Highlights National Bible 
Week; NYC Mural In Design 


A mural in the New York Public Library will occupy a part of 
the design of the forthcoming commemorative to mark the 500th 
anniversary of the printing of the first book from movable type. 
This book, as nearly everyone knows, is the Holy Bible produced 
by Johann Gutenberg. The mural is one of a set of four paintings 
by artist Edward Laning in the third floor hall produced in the 1938- 
Theme of the series is “The Story of 
Both the Library and Mr. Laning, now in 
Kansas City, were asked for permission to use the painting. 





Dr. Luther Weigle suggested 
the use of the painting in the 
stamp design. He is dean emeri- 
tus of the Yale University Divin- 
ity School. 

Presently, there are 46 known 
surviving copies of the Guten- 
berg Bible. One is in the Library 
of Congress in Washington at 
which place it is expected that | 
the first day ceremonies will take 
place. 

Single copies are also in the 
New York Public Library, the 
Morgan Library, and the Yale 
University Library. 

There is also one available for 
purchase with a price tag of $200,- 
000 at Scribners in New York. 

In describing the stamp_ the 
Post Office Department bulletin 
read as follows: 

“The 3c stamp to commemorate 
the 500th anniversary of the 
printing of the first book, The 
Holy Bible, from movable type, 
by Johann Gutenberg, will be 
first placed on sale at Washing- 
ton, D. C., on September 30. 

“This date was selected to coin- 
cide with the national observance 
of Bible Week. 

“On the evening of September | 
30 several million Americans in| 
more than 3,000 communities will | 
|gather to honor the Holy Bible, | 
and on this date the new and re- | 
vised Standard Version of both 
the Old and New Testaments will 
be released to the public, 

“Protestants, Catholics  and/| 
Jews will cooperate in the various | 
|cities to focus attention on the| 
vital contribution the Bible has} 
|made to our Christian heritage | 
and our national life. | 
“The stamp will be 0.84 by 1.44, 
inches in dimensions, arranged | 
| horizontally, printed by the rotary | 
| process, electric-eye perforated | 
}and issued in sheets of 50. The | 
|color of the stamp will be an-| 
|nounced later. An initial print- | 
| ing order of 110,000,000 Gutenberg | 
| stamps has been authorized. 

“An unfurled paper scroll forms | 
the background for the overall | 
| design of the stamp. A vignette 
of ‘Gutenberg Showing a Proof 
to the Elector of Mainz’ appears 
on the left half of the stamp. The 
right half of the stamp is com- 
posed of the following lettering, 
reading from top to bottom: ‘1452- 
1952’ in white face Gothic; ‘500th 
anniversary of the printing of the 
first book. The Holy Bible, from 
movable type, by Johann Guten- 
berg’ in dark Old English; ‘U. S. 
Postage’ in white face modified 
Gothic. 

“The denomination 3c, also in 
white face modified Gothic, is 
framed in a square dark panel, in 
the bottom right-hand corner. The 
original mural, which was used 
for the central subject of this 
stamp, is in the New York Public 
Library, New York City, and was 
painted by Edward Laning.

The main feature of the design 
is to be the portrait of the queen. 
NEW ZEALAND. The domin- 
ions are not restricted as to the 
issuance of stamps and it is re- 
ported that New Zealand will is- 
sue a set of five stamps for the 
coronation.

From 
a political angle, and who isn’t 
thinking of politics this year, such 
local ceremonies would pack 
more wallop for the administra- 
tion than another siege of Turner, 
Chicken and Memorial Poppy 
labels. 

And as a passing thought, if 
both quantities of commems are 
distributed well throughout the 
nation as suggested, and the local 
ceremonies are made possible, Pll 
betcha that 110 million printing 
wont last three months.

Canada Official 
Rarity Found 


An error has been discovered 
on Canada’s Official 10c Fur In- 
dustry stamp, Scotts No. O26/in 
that the overprint “G” has been 
omitted from stamp number 31 
on the upper left sheet of Plates 
No. 1 and 2. 

Apparently the overprinting 
operation is applied on one com- 
plete pane at a time and this par- 
ticular unit, had the letter “G” 
either fall out or become dis- 
lodged in some manner with the 
result that one stamp in every 200 
appears without the overprint. 

How many were done. will 
probably never be known but B. 
M. Keighley of Toronto, Canada 
has information in writing from 
the Philatelic Agency in Ottawa 
that as soon as the error was dis- 
covered the entire stock was re- 
turned to the manufacturers as 
.being unsuitable, 

However, prior to the discovery 
some sheets with the errors were 
distributed to various government 
departments throughout the coun- 
try in the normal manner and 
some were actually used in joined 
pairs.

I began to take an| 
interest in this display and to make some | 
a ‘i comparisons with the stamps in the 

frames. It was not practical to make satis- 

GEORGE W. LINN factory comparisons thus, so little could 
be done. However I did make the acquaintance of Mr. Herbert 
Sterling of Los Angeles, California, the man who was displaying 
what were labeled as the Grinnell Missionary Stamps. These stamps 
were so called because they were originally found by a Mr. George 
Grinnell of Los Angeles. The stamps were subsequently sold to 
John Klemann, a New York stamp expert after he had examined 
them and pronounced them genuine and after they had been ex- 
amined by other men accepted as expert philatelists, such men as 
Bertram W. H. Poole etc. After the stamps had been purchased 
and taken to New York they were compared with a few Hawaiian 

.» Missionary stamps in the collection of Mr. Caspary and he pro- 
nounced them counterfeits. Since that time the stamps have been 
looked upon with question by some while others who have examined 
and studied the stamps are inclined to believe that they are perhaps 
as any of the accepted stamps. There is everything in their favor, 
the chances are that if all accepted Missionary Stamps were got 
together and compared with the Grinnell find that it would be 
impossible to deny them admittance as genuine stamps. Only a few 
stamps were used for comparison, these few were mostly stamps 
that had been altered either by repair or cleaning and were thus not 
true examples; one cover even had been altered by removing the 
original address and substituting another so with such manipulation 
of so called genuine stamps what right have such stamps to be used 
for comparison to condemn clean stamps that have not been altered 
or tampered with. Any sane student of early Hawaiian Postal History 
could not help but admit that there must have been several print- 
ings of these early stamps, any denial of that fact should brand 
the man as an ignoramus. The very method of production makes it 
a certainty that there were several printings and several printings 
could only mean differences in the stamps of the same denominations 
and type. It is solely because the old repair boys set a pattern in 
their repair jobs on the early stamps and hung to it that they refuse 
to accept the Grinnell stamps as genuine. Such differences as there 
are, are so minor in detail that any experienced printer of the old 
school could readily account for and explain away such minor dif- 
ferences to the satisfaction of anyone with ordinary understanding. 

But such explanation will not be listened to or accepted so it 
becomes necessary to make the supreme effort to authenticate these 
stamps and that should be done provided we can find a cancellation 
on an old Hawaiian cover which will match with cancels on the 
Grinnell stamps. This may be a difficult task, it might not even be 
accomplished for it is a known fact that the bulk of the known 
genuine stamps are stamps with cork cancels, it is also known that 
of the stamps with regular circular cancels with wording within the 
circles, that there are many such known cancels on old covers but 
which are not known on covers bearing Hawaiian Missionary stamps. 
It will therefore be a big task to find the exact cancel that is wanted, 
but we hope that this offer to pay $1000 cash to anyone who can 
find an Old Hawaiian cover cancel like the one illustrated in our 
issue of July 7, will start a world wide search. We believe the 
Philatelic Press of the world should cooperate with the thought of 
solving this mystery which has intrigrued every student with an 
open mind, for to see these stamps and compare them with accepted 
stamps makes anyone wonder what is there that keeps the philatelic 
world from accepting them as genuine. 

Mr. Herbert Sterling is a Los Angeles business man and phila- 
telist who became acquainted with Mr. Grinnell some few years 
before his death and who after seeing and examining the stamps 
became of the belief that the stamps were genuine. At his own 
expense he took the stamps to Hawaii to show them and search for 
proof of their authenticity. . 

Thus since my offer of $500 for a matching cancel, Mr. Sterling 
comes forward and oifers another $500 which makes a total of 
$1000 which will be paid in cash to the first person who produces a 
genuine old Hawaiian cover bearing a cancel like the one we 
illustrated.

This highly specialized field of | 
collecting has been long neglected 
and the “catalog” of 16 offset 
printed pages is illustrated with 
55 photographs, the work of edi- 
tor Fullerton, 

The 1898 Documentary Reve- 
nues were used at the turn of the 
century on bills of lading, re- 
ceipts, etc. by the above types of 
transportation companies to pay 
the required government tax. 
When the volume of business was 
small a rubber hand stamp or a 
pen cancellation was used. 

However some 20 Railroads, 2 
Street Railways and 3 Express 
Companies found their business 
to be of such a volume that it 
warranted having the “tax” 
stamps typeset printed with the 
pertinent data. These companies 
“precancelled” their stamps to 
avoid time consuming labor at 
the time of use. 

_The catalog lists all major va- 

rieties and illustrates them, as 
well as describes and gives the 
measurements of the major types. 
Minor varieties are also listed 
and all together 129 items have 
been recorded. 

The list makes note of the 
Roulette 544 and Hyphen-Hole 7 
perforations common in _ this 
stamp.

Valuable Book 


Gertrude Boss 


A Gutenburg Bible which is 
said to be the most valuable book 
on sale anywhere in the world, 
now is available at a greater New 
York book store. The price is 
considerably more than $151,000 
and if it brings one penny more 
that will be the highest price ever 
paid for any book in all history. 

This Gutenburg Bible is the 
first substantially complete copy 
to be unearthed in this century, 
and only the 46th to be discovered 
in 500 years. 

It was about 1450 that an in- 
spired German’ burgher, Jo- 
hannes Gansefleisch (John Goose- 
meat), produced the first book 
from movable metal type. That 
book of course was the Bible. 

The finished product appeared 
in two massive volumes, sixteen 
inches tall, bound in solid oak 
boards, covered with thick leather, 
and weighing 28 pounds, 
It is believed this printer who 
assumed the name of his mother, 
Gutenburg, made only about 180 
copies. Until recently only 45 
were known to exist, with but 12 
of these in the United States. 

It has been said that it took 
1000 years to write the Bible and 
another 1000 to get it printed, but 
it is the most printed book and 
the best printed book in the his- 
tory of western civilization. It 
is the only book that has been 
written on every sort of material, 
and by every method man has 
devised, and translated into all 
languages and most dialects. 

The United States government 
bought a Gutenburg Bible in 1930, 
and it is now in the Library of 
Congress in Washington, D. C. 
This copy is printed on vellum. 

A perfect copy printed on paper 
should bring at least one quarter 
of a million dollars. The one for 
sale in New York is owned by 
Charles Scribner Sons, and it cost 
them between 106,000 and 151,000 
dollars. It is a masterpiece of 
printer’s art, which has seldom 
been equalled. 

This two volume copy had been 
lost since 1824. Scribner’s private 
agent found it in a private library 
of a country house outside Lon- 
don, England, only a few months 
ago. 

Johann Gutenburg made no 


books prize the Gutenberg, not 
only for its priority and rarity, 
but for its extreme beauty of 
workmanship. The leading trade 
paper of the rare book business, 
Antiquarian Bookman, says “No 
other art or science ever reached 
such a degree of perfection at its 
beginnings as did Gutenberg with 
the printing of his first complete 
Bible.” 

The Bible has always been a 
book of many tongues, reaching 
1118 different languages or dia- 
lects tor either parts or a whole 
book. The first American trans- 
lation was by Rev. John Eliot into 
the language of the Massachusetts 
Indians in 1663. 

The Bible as most people know 
is not one book. It is a collection 
of many written or compiled by 
a number of persons over a period 
of 1000 years. It was organized 
into official or canonical form 
some 350 years after the crucifix- 
ion of Jesus of Nazareth. 

The 39 books that comprise the 
Old Testament are sacred to both 
Jewish and Christian groups. It 
was originally written in Hebrew, 
while 27 of the New Testament 
were in Greek. Parts of some of 
the papers were in Arabic script 
also. 

The Bible has profoundly in- 
fluenced American History and 
still does. Thomas Jefferson who 
some political enemies tried to 
brand as an infidel carefully col- 
lected all spoken words ot Jesus 
of Nazareth into a_ beautifully 
bound little book which he pre- 
pared with his own hands, and 
he wrote a friend these words “I 
think this shows I am a Chris- 
tian, by which I mean I am a 
believer in the words of Jesus of 
Nazareth”, 

Daniel Webster, greatest of all 
speech makers got his start by 
reading the Bible aloud in New 
Hampshire taverns, and it is said 
that he never went to the Senate 
floor for an important = speech, 
without first conditioning himself 
on the 8th Psalm and the 40th 
chapter of Isaiah. 

On April 30, 1789 when every- 
thing was in readiness for the 
inauguration of General George 
Washington as President of the 
United States of America some 
one discovered there was no Bible 
available. Chancelor Robert Live 
ingston sent a messenger to bor- 
row one from St. John’s Masonie 
Lodge. This was placed on a red 
cushion and Washington stood 
with his hand on it while the oath

Fiscal Stamps 


Another set of stamps that is 
rarely known to the average col- 
lector is the Fiscal. These stamps 
are Simliar to the American docu- 
mentary and revenues and are 
used on various documents of the 
Vatican City State. They are di- 
vided into three groups, Notary, 
Interior, and State Department. 

The Notary stamps are printed 
in yellow brown. This group 
consists of two values, the 5 lire 
and the 20 lire. The 20 lire de- 
nomination is an overprint on the 
5 lire stamp. 

The second group, the Interior, 
are printed in violet. This group 
of stamps is made up of three 
values, 5, 10, and 40 lire. The 10 
and 40 lire stamps, like the previ- 
ous group, are overprints of the 
5 lire. 

The largest of the three groups 
is the fiscals of the State Depart- 
ment.

Series of 1945 


The second set of postage due 
stamps was placed on sale at the 
Vatican Post Office on August 20, 
1945. This set of six stamps was 
produced by the typography

The six high values (80c, 1.25, 
2, 2.50, 5, 10 Lire) picturing Pope 
Pius XI received the overprint on 
the sides of the stamp design. The 
word “Per” was applied on the 
left side reading from bottom to 
top. “Pacchi” was applied on the 
right side reading from top to 
bottom. 

The two special delivery stamps 
had the overprint on the left side 
of the circular portrait of Pius XI. 
The overprint read from bottom 
to top, in one line. The wording 
had the bottoms of the letters 





These stamps, needed because 
of new postal fees were of the 5, 
20, and 80 centesimi values and 
the 1, 2, and 5 lire values. The 
design consisted of the Papal 
Tiara and Crossed Keys enclosed 
in a cordlike frame. The back- 
ground was of wavy lines running 
horizontally across the stamp. 


Series of 1946 


Very few collectors realize that 
a third set of postage due stamps 
was released by the Vatican to, 
replace the 1945 series. They 
were first released on February 
20, 1946. 

This set, of the same design as 
the previous set, has the same six 
values. The set was produced 
from redrawn plates of the previ- 
ous set but the difference can be 
seen with the naked eye. The 
Papal Tiara and wording are much 
darker and the background lines
